Tue most interesting points in~the report 
of Mr. Bastin Taytor on the Harbour 
in 1903, the more important parts of which 
we published in our issuc of yesterday, 
were undoubtedly those connected with the 
growth of shipping here. 1903 was Hong- 
kong’s record your, beating 1902, 
best, by 2,511,082 tons in the total tonnage 
ontering.and clearing. Avs that total tonnage 
was not much over twenty-four millions it 
will readily be seen how great was the pro- 
portionate increase last year. And asthe 1902 
figures were larger by 2,203,396 tons than 
those of 1901, the improvement. is eviden tly_ 
not » mere sensational jump, but part of a 
real advance by Hongkong. Alike in Bri- 
tish occan-going tonnage aud river steamers, 
in foreign ocean-going tonnage and river 
steamers, and in junks in local trade were 
increases recorded. Only in steam Iaunches 
trading to ports outside the Colony. and in 
juvks in foreign trade was there a falling off. 
Tf we compare the tables of percentages in 
Mr. Tayuor’s report and in that of the 
previous year, we find that British ocean- 
going tonnage now claims 28.2 of the whole 
. as against 27.94 in 1902, and British river 
steamer tonnage is now 18,6 per cent. as 
against 16.52. Foreign ovean-going ton- 
mage has slightly increased, from 30.25 to 
30.51 per cent., while foreign rivet steamer 
tonnage has more than doubled, being now 
1.81 per cent against the 9.89 per cent. of 
‘1902, The daily average of steamers, sail- 
.Ing vessels, steam launches, and junks in 
foreign trade entering Hongkong Harbour 
_ in 1900 wes 68, as against 71.2 in 1902, 
a fall sufficiently accounted for by the fact 
that over 2,000 Jess junks entered in 1903 
than in 1902, For Huropean-constructed | 
veasels alone, on the other hand, the daily 
average was 19.9 in 1903, as against 17.1 
‘in 1902 and 148 in 1901. Under the 
British flag, there was noticeable in 1902 2

decrease of ton’ in the number of ocean: 
going vessels, a decrease which, Commander 
Murray Romsay obsérved in his report, 
lost. a portion of its significance whon 
one considered. the increase of size in 
the vessels,.as evidenced by a rise in 
tonnage of over 200,000 tons, But in 1903 the 
British flag fully recovered from any partial 
decline, there being an increase of 1,847 
ships of 1,678,509 tons, of which 427 ships 
of 762,846 tons were credited to oceansgoing 
vessels, This Mr; 
TayLor states, is principally due to the fact 


ocean-foi ug incr ‘ease, 


of some new lines having been estublished— 
the China Commercial Steamship Company, 
the British India Steataers now visiting the 
port, the addition of some new steamers to 
loedl firms, aud lastly to an increase of coal 
imported from Australia .in steamers new 
to the Port. The river steamer tonnage was 
increased principally -by the addition of the 
Kinshanand Wing Chai and by theadditional 
sailings of the Hongkony, Canton & Macao 
Steamboat Co. The great increase under 
foreign flags in 1902 was not.quite kept up 
in 1903. In the former year the growth 
was 1,267 vessels of 1,358,709 tons ; last 
year it wis 681 vessels of 1,063,904 tons. 
The flags gaining in 1903 were thase of the 
United States, of China, of Japan, and of 
France. 

Under the heading of Trade, we observe 
uet. increases alike in imports (21,847 tons), 
exports (24,252 tons), and trausit cargo 
(502,558 tons). The great advances of 1902 


Lin imports (482,476) and exports (126,814 


tons) were not kept up, but the transit cargo 
figures of 1902 (287,812 tons) were enor- 
mously improved.upon, Of ,iudividual im- 
ports, cecal continued to improve, 14 per 
cent. being last year's increase., Cotton 
entirely recovered from its decline in’ 1902 
and increased 80 per cent. Case 
petroleun and flour also took upw: ard turns, 

though not so pronounced. Bulk petroleum 
continued to decline, aud rice, sugar, and 
timber all fell off after their improvement 
in 1902. In the total reported import.trade 
of Hongkong, we find that 1,218 less vessels, 

but of 1,091,807 more tons, brought 470,392" 
more tons of cargo; of this latter 32,161 
Jess tons were discharged at Hongkong than 
in 1902. Thi export trade 1,343 less vessels, 


over 


less tone of cargo from Hongkong; ‘but 
21,617 more tons of bunker coal were 
shipped hence. 

‘These figures tend to become tedious, and 
we shull inflict no more on, the reader now. 
We have perhaps quoted enough to show 
how firm isthe Colony’s position in the 
shipping world in the absence of any rival 
near by. It is this position which we have 
now to defend aghinst. the ‘possibility of 
opposition. And herein lies the enormous 
importance of the -railway question to 
Hongkong. Until we see the Kowlvon- 
Canton Railway built we cannot feel safe,

The Lawrenev-Murray slander case which 
was down for hearing in the Supreme Court 
yesterday afternoon was withdrawn at the last 
moment. 


Five more fatal Chinese plague casos wero 
reported in the 48 hours ending at noon yester- 
day, Two of the bodies were found, one of them 
floating in the Harbour. 


It is stated that the infamous General Grib- 
sky, who ordered the mussacre at Blagovest- 
chensk in 1900, is commanding ths ‘garrison 
artillery at Port Arthur. 


“ An Chun, a Chinaman charged with burglary 
at the Surrey Quarter Sessions, was found to 
be insane, and was ordered to be detained 


during his Majesty's pleasure. 


The visitors tothe City Hall Library and 
Museum last week were 210 non-Chinese and 
60 Chinese to the former, and 72 non-Chinese 
and. 1, oa Chinese to the latter institution. 


The stecks as used at Hongkong is a mild 
punishment compared with a torture in vogue 
at’ Shekwan., During the great festival 
Chinaman was chained up like a dog with an 
iron collar lockgd around his neck. He had 
about ten feot of scopes. 


The clerk-to the Stopney guardians denies tho 
truth of the popular belief that “every British 
child born at sca is 2 parishioner of Stepney.” 
It is not, and, so far as he can ascertain, after 
wuck enquiry, he says, never has been the case 
This will be disappointing news te several 
people in- Hongkong, who claim.

$13,000 Damage. 

Fire broke out at No. 36, Connaught Road, a 
wator-front house situated to the west of the 
Harbour Office, at about 2.50 am. yesterday 
morning. The Brigade, under Mr. E. -R. 
Halifax, Deputy Superintendent of Police, and 
Mr. H.G. Baker, Chief Inspector of Police, 
hurried to the scene. The conflagration com: 
menced on the third floor, premises occupied, 
by -the wife. child, and amek of a Winglok 
Street storekeeper, the husband being absent. 
Flames rapidly spread to the second floor 
occupied by the Hongkong and West River 
Steamboat Co. ‘On this flocr thore were 
varions cases of rockets. blue-lights, ete., which 
caused repeated explosions bursting through the 
floor and roof.

“ Peking, 2nd May.—The Russians are build- 
ing new forts, in the hills west and -north of 
Dalny city, and have dug imines on- both sides 
of the wharf.” 

“Tokyo, 2nd May.—It is learnt on good 
Japanoso passage of 
the Yalu, + the artillery operations, and 
the. occupation of the highlands near 
Chiulionchéng wore carried out according to 
the prearranged scheme of operations. The 
prompt oecupation of Chinlienchéng was largely 


eoupled with the experience gained in the 
China-Japan War. The Russion guns, like the 
French, aré excellont, but too light, As to the 
eccupation of Chiulienchéug, the ‘Imperiay 
Guards, who took the centre, and whose casual- 
ties sre therefore more numerous, ‘behaved 
splendidly. The major, ‘who was wounded, 
heads the whole list of casualties, The taking 
of the key of. the position near Chialicnchéng 
was probably effected through siloncing the 
Russion artillery on the left flank. Tho sub- 
sequent pursuit of the enemy was vory hot 
work. 

“ Itis gathered from different sources that the 
Yalu operations, extending over about five miles, 
were effected most satisfactorily and promptly, 
almost as if they were: only manouvres, 
which reflects great credit on the previous 
yeconnnissances. Tho Russians reopened their 
resistance at Chiuliencheng on the Ist instant, 
the Japanese victory being made complete by a 
farious attack on the onemy from threo siiles 
in the afternoon. Twenty guns were captured 
with oll their waggons, over twenty officers, 
including a Colonel of Cavalry, and many-men. 
It appears that the Russian artillery fire was 
effective at 7,500 metres (over 8,000 yards); their 
bravery may be admitted, bit their fire was not 
very well aimed; on the other hand, the ex- 
cellenco- of the Japanese heavy artillory .was 
fully borne ont by its effect on the enemy, ‘and 
the Japnnese martial spirit is running hieher 
than ever, as reported by Gener] Kuroki.. The 
naval detsehment co-operated with the srmy 
from a point four miles lower down.the river. 
This harmonious co-operation greatly expedited 
the general operations. 

“The Russian forces numbered 36,000, with 
48 runs, with a front extending four7miles, It 
has transpired that the Russian forces engaged 
consisted of their picked corps, while the 
casualties on both sides—700 Ji apanese and over 
800 Russians—imply that it was a very. hot 
engagement. _ 

“ The operations beyond the Yalu wero con- 
tinued from dawn to yesterday. evoning with 
unreluxing intensity. The Russians will now 
be compelled to retire to Fenghwangoheng vid 
the main road along the Yalu.” 

“Tokyo, 2nd May.—From later advices iti is 
learnt that the soldiers on board the Kinshiu 
Maru burned all documents, removed their

The scheme for effecting economica 
was drawn up at a special conference presided

attacking his fleet... The Tswr has now sent a 
great army to punish them, which, doubtless, 
will entirely deprive them of their independonce.

THE ANTARCTIC EXPEDITION. 


. The Antarctic exploring expedition which 
sailed from New Zealand in December, 1901, 
under Commander R. F, Scott, R.N.. returned 
to Lyttelton in March with tho two relief ships 
which sailed from Tasmania in 1903. 

It was in January 1902 that the Discovery, 
under Captain Scott, R.N., pierced the icepack 
on its voyago furthest south. Lioutenant 
Armitage, R.N.R., formerly of tho Jackson- 
Harmsworth expedition, was second in com- 
mond, After visiting Capo Adaro ond other 
points on Victoria Land,. the - vessel sziled 
eastwards along the ico cliffs of the great ice 
barrier of Hoss for over 400 miles, or 150 miles 
beyond the furthest point previously reuched 
by explorers. Then its journey was blovked* 
and the winter was passed at the foot of Mount 
Erebus and Mount Terror. The’ lowest tem- 
perature ‘experienced was 62deg. F. below 
zero. At the coming of spring sedge 
parties were organised, and much useful 
and daring work» was accomplished. Once 
Captain Scott and some companions beat all, 
recordsiby, reaching the- latitude of 82deg. 17 
min. 8. Their journoy tock nincty-threo days 
‘and they.travelled nearly 1,600 miles, suffpring 
great hardships. 

The Disecvery was left imprisoned in the .ive 
south-west of Erebus and Terror, and the 

Morning was sent outto her relief. The latter 
found Captain Scott’s ship icebound. and was 
‘unable to spproach within ten milos, so that all 
stores had to be carried over the ice. The 
Morning then returned, but tho summer failed 
toe release the Discovery, and it became 
necessary to despatch further relief. The Terra 
Nova, s fine old whaler, wag consequently fitted 


ont to go to the assistance of the ship that had 
sailed forthost south.

STEAM COAL FOR THE FAR EAST. 


The British Trade Review of April 1st saya:— 
The steam coul market, owing to the abnormal 
demand for the Far East, has beon excessively 
busy, and prices show a steady advance. From 
retarns issued, it seems that during the monthe 
of January and February no less than 272,392 


‘tons wore shipped to Japon, Singapore, Hong- |- 


kong, Colombo, and Port Arthur, As compared 
withthe corresponding period of the last yoar 
this shows an inerease of about 200,000 tons, 
Since then an additional 100,000 tons have been 

mrchased for Japim alone, fifteen steamers 

aving beon fixed within a period of seven days. 
From seyenteon totwenty steamers havoalsobeun 
taken up for Hongkong. the rates to which port 
-have advanced from 18s. to 253. A: good deal 
of this coul, however, does not rapresent new 
purchases, but forms part of tho contracts maed 
hy the British Admiralty in the autumn of 
last year. Lucge shipments have ‘also beon 
made within the Inst few days to Shanghai, 
Colombo, and other Eastern ports. For 
very obvious -rensons no ceals have been 
purchased for Port Arthur sinco tho end of 
January, though it is reported that Russian 
agents have beon secking tonnage for Kiaschau, 
the German concession in China. A-freight as 
high us 65s. is said te havo beon offered to any 
shipper willing to load to this port, but as the 
eharter includes » secret option, which may’ 
mean that on the arrival of the vessel at Kino- 
chau, the captain may be instructed to run tho 
blockade ta Port Arthur, up to the time of 
writing noboly had been found willing to 
undertake the risk, Still, vory pressing 
inquiries are being made ut five or six of the 


dest steam collieries as to the terms upon which 
they would be prepared to aupply 20,000 tons, 
or an aggregate of 100,000 tons, in May noxt, 
for ports in the Yellow Sea. During the 
month two Japaneso steamers have loft Cardiff, 
each with 5,000 tons of best steam. coals, 
Bofore Ieaving tho port the shippers onterod 
into a bond with the’ Customs authorities that 
the coal was intended solely for bunkering tho 
vessels, and so escaped payment of the coal tax, 
The abnormal demand hus tont up prices of best 
coals from 14s. 6d. to 16s., and in some cases to 
16s. 6d, por ton; second-class coals’ are also 
selling at 15s. to 15s. 6d. 

MR. ALLEYNE IRELAND ON THE! 

MALAY STATES. 


Mr. Alleyne Iroland, whose writings now 
meot us at every turn, has contributed to 
an American’ magazine an interesting 
stady of the edministration of the Federated 
Malay States, In the Philippines Americans 
recognise ‘a very difficult proposition,” and 
they have also the wisdom to recognise, as 
Mr, Ireland’s mission testifies, that th-y muy 
materially lighten their task by making a 
judicious uso of: the exporienco guincd by older 
colonising Powers in dealing with Asiatic 
peoplos. ‘Tho idea is admirable if the conclusions 


would be accepted. Mr. Ireland prefaces his |, 


accountof thy administration we have established 
in Malaya by a bricf historical summary of our 
conzection with the Malay Pouinsula. “The 
origin of British rule in the Malay States-is,” 
he esys, “an interesting study, because it re- 
presents territorial acquisition (or a degrea of 
contro! which, in fact, amounts to that) under 
circumstances which have always seemed to 
practical meu of action to justify the event, but 
which to the armchair traveller, to the long: 
distance philanthropist, havo always sfforded, 
and still afford, material for painful sermons 
on the inherent wickedness of -all strong 
nations, and tho inhereut goodness ond 
right-mindedness of all weak native raced. 
It is a conflict of theories which can 
never ba reconciled, bacause one side argnes 
from conditions a3 tkey ure -and always have 
heen, the other from conditions as they ought 
to be and novor have bocn—in s word, from the 
opposite standpoints of observation and specula- 
tion.” My, Troland traces the various stages 
out of which there has grown the existing fede- 
ration undor the authority of a Resident-Gone- 
ral, the agent and yepresentative of the British 
Government. Ho pays o well-merited tribute 
to the work of Sir Andrew Clark, Sir Hugh 
Low, and, last but not least, to Sir Frank 
Swettenham. But it is to bis summary of the 
results that have followed the introduction of 
British rule in Malaya that we muy’ dixoct 
attention. What, Mf. Ireland asks, hag Bri-ish 
rule achieved for the Malay States P Hi. answer 
is that “it bas given the native sronrity of life 
and property ; it bus abolished slavery and the 
exaction of unpaid Ishour; it has. established 
permanent lund titles; it has provided free 
education and freo hospital treatment snd medi- 
cine for all ; it has exterminated piracy; if has 
put an end to the recurrent scourges of small- 
pox and cholera ; it has constrneted over 1,000 
miles of metalled roads; it has built ont of 
current revenue 300 miles of railway, which 
carried nearly 4,000,000 passengers in 1902, and 
earned im ten years a net revenue of over 
$7,000,000; it has, perhaps unwisely, left the 
natives untaxed. We stop bore, though it dees 
not exhaust the appreciation that Mr” Ireland 
¢xtends to the work done in the States, since 
the middle seventies, and in which apy admunis- 
tration may well feel a justifiable pride.

It is worthy of note that while the White 
Star Line is ever increasing the tonnage of its 
largest vossels, its directors show no disposition 
to add to the ‘number of ocean racers. . From 
the commencement of tho line in 1871, till 1889, 
when tho Teufonic and Majestic were launched, 
the White Star Line had steamers. nearly as 
fast ox the fastest m any other tine, and some- 
times their boats wore the fastest in the world ; 
but since 1889 they have only built one vessel, 
(the Ocednic) of 20-knot speed, and even she 
Was never intended to compete for the honour 
of supremacy in ocean speed.

Sir F. Forbes Adam, President of the 
Munchester Chamber of Commerce, has received 
from Mr, Robert Barclay, an. ox-prosident and 
one of the directors,. a lotter on tho Board of 
Trade roturna of the exports of cotton piece.
